CAPT. JAMES CLAUDE RYAN 


Capt. James Claude Ryan, 89, 403 Krebs Ave., Pascagoula, 
died Tuesday, Feb. 2, 1977 at Singing River Hospital. Capt. 
Ryan was born March 2, 1887 at Caymen Brac, Caymen Island, 
British West Indies, and had been a resident of Pascagoula 
for 60 years. He was a retired master mariner and bar pilot. 
He was a member of the First Baptist Church, Pascagoula, a 
member of the Woodmen of the World and a member of the Elks 
Lodge. 

Survivors are four sons, Claude H. "Billy™” Ryan, Moss 
Point, and Col. Paul Mark Ryan, USMS, Washington D.c.; four 
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Joseph Pendarvis of Cornwall, England imigrated to Charleston 


South Carolina with the first fleet in 1671. He rose to a 
position of great civic prominence and wealth on the Ashley 
River within ten years of his arrival as an indentured 
servant. 

Over the next 100 years Pendarvis'! descendants continued 
to acquire vast estates in the South Carolina Low Country. 

With the United States' aquistions of the Mississippi 
and Louisiana Territories after 1800 members of the Pendarvis 
Family migrated to Pike County Mississippi and from there 
spread to North Central and the Florida Parishes of Louisiana.
